In this story, Harlequin, the famous commedia 
del’arte character, plays mischevous tricks 
on Gilles, his employer’s nephew. One 

day Gilles, who wears the flowing white 
costume of Pierrot, another commedia 
del’arte character, goes outside to watch an 
itinerant Savoyard entertainer with a magic 
lantern. To Gilles’ horror, his courtship of the 
beautiful Columbine is the show’s subject. 
The projection on the wall depicts his rival 
Harlequin winning her hand (Harlequin 

is wearing the black mask and patchwork 
costume of multi-colored diamonds). 


During the eighteenth and early nineteenth 
centuries, Savoyards with their hurdy-gurdies, 
peep-shows, and magic lanterns were familiar 
sights on the street. Their presentations were 
sometimes based on local happenings and 
gossip, so this episode in Les bergamasques 
is an early example of reality-based drama. 
Savoyards hailed from Savoie, the region in 
Southeastern France by the Swiss and Italian 
borders.

How do you work? With which 


sources do you work? 

We work on the History of the Magic Lantern 
in Spain and its role in communication. We 
cover the entire period from the time of its 
invention to its decline. The magic lantern 
came to Spain in the 17th century and was 
used in physics for first experiences of image 
projection, such as that described by Juana 
Inés de la Cruz in Sueno, a silva (1692). As a 
device, the magic lantern became consolidated 
in the last quarter of the 18th century, thanks 
to popular sessions of phantasmagoria, among 
other by the famous Spanish projectionist Juan 
Gonzalez Mantilla. After its institutionalisation 
and mass commercialization throughout the 
Iberian Peninsula, the magic lantern’s decline 
began in the last decade of the 19th century, 
when the cinematograph came on the scene - 
just as in other European countries.

We take the method of content analysis from 
social communication to investigate how 
humans used materials — in ours case: lantern 
slides - in their communication. Lantern slides 
are a very exciting source; they came in huge 
numbers and in a great variety. Lantern slides 
exist in diverse forms, kinds, styles and on 

a broad range of subject matters. Content 
analysis offers us a method to describe this 
seemingly chaotic repertoire of messages in 
an organized and ordered way. The lantern 
Slides, so we believe, are of great historical 
and cultural significance to study the history 
of human communication and its cultural 
repertoires. We can then see what humans 
were interested in, what they talked about, 
which subjects, stories, images, and beliefs 
they shared with each other. 


How do you approach the lan- 
tern in your research? What do 
you wish to achieve with you 


research? 

The magic lantern established a specific way 
of organizing audiovisual discourse — mostly 
projected images and life comment and/or 
music. As such, it was a relevant medium of 
social communication, but it has often been 
neglected by historians of media, the plastic 
arts and the stage arts. Even in those few 
cases where the magic lantern has been the 
object of study, it has been undervalued or

described only vaguely: 
Ambiguous, controversial 
and alienating terms such 
as “pre-cinema”, “pre- 
photography” and “para- 
theatre” cannot describe 
the magic lantern as a 
medium in its own right. 
We want to overcome 
this conceptual lack of 
definition in order to 
endow it with the cultural 
relevance it deserves.

There are a lot of small dings the device has 
accumulated over the last 100 years but is

Do 
not use bulbs over 60 watt incandescent, they 
generate too much heat! The reflectors have 
been polished, the optics removed and cleaned, 
and a new cloth lamp cord and plug installed.
